Large County tax cut recommended

County Reporter 
An astounding county tax levy 
reduction recommendation ranging 
up to 89 cents was filed today with 
the Board of Supervisors by County 
Auditor Paul E. Floyd. 


Floyd recommended a tax levy for 
fiscal year 1973-74 at either $2.5693 
or $2.6404 depending on whether or 
not the Board wishes to act on the 


creation of a tax litigation reserve. 


The current rate is $3.46 per $100 
of assessed valuation, a figure 
which had dropped from an all-time- 
high of $3.60 in 1971 - 1972. 


Floyd termed the recommended 
cut — brought on in part by a seven 
million 
federal 
revenue sharing 
program this year — as “ by far the 
greatest single reduction in county

and continue through the day. Another session will be held Wednesday 
if it is needed, according to Don Jones, company manager. 
The company proposes an initial increase of 33 per cent for its 1,500 
customers and an additional 27 per cent increase when a proposed 
filtration plant is installed to lessen the iron and manganese content of 
the water. 
The current average monthly water bill is about $10 a home or 
double that amount for the larger lots. 


Martha reports woes 
of Watergate affair 


SAN CLEM ENTE, Calif. (UPI > - 
Martha Mitchell said today her 
husband was “ broken up” over the 
Watergate affair and they no longer 
were talking to each other, but that 
she plans to stand by him at least 
until all charges are resolved. 
In a telephone call from her New 
York City apartment, Mrs. Mitchell 
pictured her husband John, former 
attorney 
general 
and 
President 
Nixons 
campaign 
manager, 
as 
being 
in an extended state of 
depression as a 
result of the 
Watergate 
scandal 
and 
related 
allegations against him. 
She said that she and Mitchell are 
still living together, but “ I don’t talk 
to him 
anymore —I can’t get 
through to him.” 
“ He never moves, he won't see 
our friends, he’s broken up,” Mrs. 
Mitchell said. 
“ That’s what the doctors say. 
He’s remote. He’s been taken. He 
took a tremendous loss. Nixon cut 
him off and his law firm has been 
miserable to him. He stays in the 
apartment 24 hours a day.” 


Mitchell has been charged with 
obstruction of justice and lying to a 
grand jury in connection with a 
$200,000 
cash contribution from 
Robert L. Vesco, a New Jersey 
financier, solicited while Vesco was 
under investigation for “ looting” 
millions of dollars from four mutual 
funds. 
Mitchell 
and 
former 
Commerce Secretary Maurice H. 
Stans, another defendant in the 
case, are scheduled to go on trial 
Sept. 11 in New York. 
Mrs. Mitchell, in telephone calls 
Thursday and Friday, also disputed 
claims by both her husband and the 
President 
that 
they 
had 
little 
contact during the summer of 1972 
and the President was never told 
about the Watergate cover-up that 
was building up during the time. 
Nixon, she said, talked to her 
husband frequently and knew about 
“ the whole god-damn thing.” 


Mrs. Mitchell said today she had 
been consulting a lawyer but gave no 
indication she planned to seek a 
separation. 


Richardson to delay 
decision on Agnew 


WASHINGTON (U PI) -A thorny 
decision on whether a Maryland 
federal grand jury should proceed 
with

President Spiro T. Agnew was not 
expected from Attorney General 
Elliot L. Richardson until after 
Labor Day. 


Richardson is spending the week 
in his home state of Massachusetts, 
p r iv a te ly 
w eighing 
the 
constitutional and legal problems 
that surround the Agnew issue. He is 
not expected back in Washington 
until shortly after Labor Day. 
At issue is whether the grand jury 
investigating 
corruption 
in 
Maryland state politics should hear 
witnesses 
on 
charges 
involving 
Agnew s activities when he served 


as Baltimore County supervisor and 
governor 
before 
becoming 
vice 
president. 
Richardson 
was 
expected 
to 
confer with the U.S. Attorney in 
Maryland, George 
Beall, before 
making a decision. 


Richardson told reporters last 
week he 
would take “ ultimate 
responsibility” for deciding whether 
Beall should ask the grand jury to 
indict Agnew if enough evidence 
exists, and whether the Constitution 
allows the indictment of a vice 
president 
who 
has 
not 
been 
impeached. 


Agnew has vigorously denied he 
took kickbacks from contractors 
doing business with Maryland. 


43 feared dead in turboprop

BOGOTA, Colombia (U PIi — A 
Colombian turboprop airliner with 
43 persons aboard crashed into a hill 
on Bogota’s outskirts today in dense 
fog First reports from the crash 
scene indicated there were no sur­ 
vivors.

36 passengers and a crew of seven,

—Revenue sharing funds in the 
amount of $660.787.00 were directly 
used for property tax reduction. 


Assessed valuation increased 
more than $25 million, well above 
earlier estimates. 
—Anticipated revenues for this 
fiscal year, other than property 
taxes, are up almost seven per cent 
over earlier anticipation 
Floyd emphasized he felt the 
major tax cut impending should be 
seen as a “ one time occurrence"

He felt 
the tremendous fund 
balance figure achieved this year 
was due not to underestimation of 
figures during the last fiscal year, 
but rather to “ new, more accurate

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Many mourn boy 
denied insulin 


BARSTOW, Calif. <UPI> 
- More than 200 mourners 
chanted and sang before an 
open casket for four hours 
Sunday, 
praying for the 
resurrection of a dead 11- 
year-old diabetic boy whose 
supply of insulin was cut off 
after “faith healing” a week 
ago. 
Wesley Parker lay in the 
simple pine casket, his arm s 
folded 
over his favorite 
sweater. He died last week 
after a faith healer at the 
family’s Assembly of God 
Church 
“cured” 
him 
of 
diabetes and his parents 
threw away his medicine. 
T h e 
b o y 's 
f a t h e r , 
L aw rence 
P a rk e r, 
an 
unemployed NASA tracking 
station technician and a 
lifelong 
member 
of 
fhe 
religious sect, at first said 
there would be no burial. 
“There won’t be any fune­ 
ral,” 
Parker 
said 
just 
before a prayer meeting at a 
funeral home in this desert 
community. "No, we re not 
making 
plans 
for 
any 
because my son, Wesley, is 
going to come out of that 
coffin this afternoon.” 
During 
the 
next 
four 
hours, 
more 
than 
200 
parishoners and sightseers 
filled the small O'Donnell 
Funeral Home where the 
boy’s parents led a swaying, 
mournful, 
hymn-singing 
service. 
At several points Parker, 
his wife and scores of fellow 
church goers threw up their 
arms and commanded the 
boy to rise from the dead, 
but the dead youngster lay 
still in his casket at the head 
of the throng 
Parker 
said 
after the 
serv ice 
th a t 
he 
had 
misinterpreted God’s word, 
that his son was meant to 
rise from the dead four days 
after he was buried, as in 
the 
Biblical 
story 
of 
Lazarus. He said Wesley 
would be buried today. 
Meanwhile, authorities in 
San Bernardino County said 
they were reviewing the 
case for possible criminal 
action. “ The reports are 
being sent to the district 
a tto rn e y ’s 
o ffice 
for 
rev ie w ,” 
said 
police 
detective Ron Paddack. 
An autopsy on the boy’s 
body was performed Friday 
despite a refusal from the 
Parker family because of 
their belief 
that 
Wesley 
would be resurrected. 


The tragedy began Aug. 19 
when the Parker family 
thrust Wesley before a faith 
healer at the Assembly of 
God Church and by “ laying 
on of hands” was “cured” of 
his five-year ailment. 
Parker and his wife then 
threw out their son's vital 
supply of insulin and Wesley 


boasted to his friends that 
he had been cured. 
But 
on 
W ednesday, 
without his insulin shots, 
Wesley 
began 
breathing 
heavily and it was hard for 
him to talk. 
The boy’s mother, Alice, 
29, thought of rushing to the 
pharmacy 
to 
get 
more 
insulin for her son, but 
Parker said no. 
“ 1 knew then that the 
diabetes was caused by two 
demons and that we could 
no longer give him insulin 
without inviting the demon 
back,” Parker said. 
There was then a home 
prayer 
meeting 
at 
the 
Parker home 
The father 
“commanded” the demons 
to leave Wesley's body, but 
the family’s pastor, Gary 
Nash, urged the Parkers to 
get the boy to a doctor. 
Later Wednesday Wesley 
died.

Good decision 


The Santa Barbara County Planning 
Commission should be commended for its 
near unanimous decision to temporarily 
shelve a zoning recommendation which 
would be hazardous to the health of an 
already threatened downtown Lompoc. 
On an 8-1 decision, the commission voted 
to 
continue 
until 
Sept. 
19 
a 
recommendation by the Fourth District 
General Plan Advisory Committee that 
the area near the Lompoc Wye be zoned 
for a district shopping center. Apparently, 
the major argument for such a designation 
was that the land was useless for either 
agriculture or residential usage. If placing 
a 
shopping 
center 
or 
other 
such 
development on any otherwise undesirable 
land is the answer we can expect from the 
advisory committee, perhaps we should 
pay 
more 
attention 
to 
that 
body’s 
activities. 


Without question, a district shopping 
center in the Wye area would be extremely 
detrimental to Lompoc and the shopping 
areas already in existence. If Lompoc 


needed additional shopping centers, the 
Wye might be a good site, being located at 
the crosswoads from Vandenberg AFB, 
Vandenberg Village and Mission Hills. 
However, as Dr. M. V. Duncan, veteran 
Lompoc commissioner, stated, there are 
already suitable shopping centers now in 
Lompoc, Vandenberg Village and Mission 
Hills. “You doi. t put a shopping center on 
it just because nothing else can go on it,’’ 
he said. And that pretty much says it all. 


We can only hope that when the issue 
comes up again, the commissioners will 
maintain their present thinking and lay to 
rest, at least for the time being, any 
further such development plans.

Advertising 


Washington — The curtain is 
going up on an old familiar drama. 
The scene opens with wild cries of 
alarm, “The Russians are coming, 
the Russians are coming,“ and we 
are all defenseless, at their mercy, 
because of a few mushy headed 
disarmament idiots. 
The centerpiece this time is the 
revelation that the Soviet Union has 
successfully tested on two of their 
missiles an independently targeted 
multiple reentry vehicle (MIRV). 
The curtain raiser is faithful to the 
well-tried formula. News of the 
MIRV breakthrough is leaked to 
heralds of doom and they promptly 
set the drums to beating. 
This is based, it 
seems to me, on a 
fundamental 
illu­ 
sion of America's 
inevitable 
super­ 
iority. It has been 
true since the begin­ 
ning of the nuclear 
age when the United 
States was the sole 
possessor 
of 
the 
atomic bomb 
Years would pass before the Soviets 
could come up with a bomb, it was 
said. 
When 
they 
tested 
their 
first 
atomic device several years in 
advance 
of 
most 
estimates 
it 
brought a shock of surprise. The 
parallel with MIRV is close For 
more than three years the United 
States has been installing multiple 
warheads on land-based missiles 
and on those carried by Polaris and 
Poseidon 
subm arines. 
While 
Secretary of Defense Melvin R 
Laird warned that the Soviets would 
develop MIRV, the prevailing belief 
was that their achievement of this 
advanced technology was some way 
off. There was even the suggestion 
that the Russians might refrain 
from Mirving with the hope that this 
would make it easier to reach 
agreement in SALT 11 on limiting 
the number of offensive missiles. 
Any technology the United States 
can achieve, so can the Soviets. That 
is the lesson which seems never to 
be learned as this rerun of the old 
drama is on once again 
America s MIRV Missiles were 
the reason we could accept the fact 
of a superior number overall of 
Soviet missiles without MIRVS. In 
the next four to five years, as the 
first 
Soviet 
tests 
move 
on 
to 
deployment, that advantage will 
disappear. 
For the doom sayers not only does 
this put the nation in deadly peril but 
it rules out any further effort to 
arrive at a mutual agreement to cut 
back strategic armaments. There 
is, however, a less cataclysmic 
view With several years still to go 
for deployment, the Soviets may 
regard their MIRV as a bargaining 


chip in the SALT talks to resume in 
the fall in Geneva. 
On our side we hear a lot about 
bargaining chips. The $12 billion 
plus long-range submarine Trident 
is justified as a bargaining counter 
against a reported similar new sub 
the Soviets are said to have in the 
works. 


With 
the 
whole 
disarmament 
apparatus so downgraded by the 
President, the burden of trying to 
r e c o n c ile 
the 
new 
MIRV 
development will fall on Henry A. 
Kissinger, 
adviser 
on 
national 
security affairs. Kissinger played a 
leading part in the talks between the 
President and Leonid I. Brezhnev in 
the White House 
in June. The 
surprising news out of those talks 
was that the two leaders had agreed 
a limitation on offensive missiles 
could be reached in 1974 


Kissinger, 
along 
with 
Soviet 
Ambassador 
Anatoly 
Dobrynin, 
played 
the central 
role in the 
breakthrough on SALT I. First in 
May, 1971, and then in the climax 
which came just before the Moscow 
summit 
a 
year 
later. 
In 
the 
byzantine atmosphere of the White 
House he was subjected to attacks 
from two different directions. First 
it was leaked that he had been so 


dovish 
as 
to 
yield 
to 
Soviet 
blandishm ents 
and 
accept 
a 
secondary position for the United 
States. Later his enemies in the 
White House put it out that he was 
the supreme hawk who had taken m 
all his liberal admirers. 


One of the imponderables is how 
much Kissinger has been sideswiped 
by the Watergate mess. His role at 
this point is supremely important if 
the strategic arms race is not to go 
into a new and perhaps irrevocable 
spiral. As head of the disarmament 
and 
arms 
control 
agency, 
the 
President named Fred C. Ikle, a 
gently, scholarly man whose latest 
public utterance on the arms race 
seemed to cast doubt on whether 
any limitations should be agreed to. 


In his official revelation of the 
Soviet success with MIRV Secretary 
of Defense James R. Schlesinger 
made one statement likely to be 
downplayed in the current drama. In 
spite of the new development and 
what it means for the future, neither 
the Soviet Union nor the United 
States 
has 
first-strike 
capacity 
which could prevent a retaliator 
blow. Cruising the seven seas the 
Poseidon and Polaris submarines 
would still be able to destroy the 
attacker.

Probably

come before the legislature in many

that

Assembly Speaker Robert Moretti. 
The bill, AB 684, is a simplistic 
approach to the alleged overpricing 
of prescription drugs. 
It would 
remove 
the 
restrictions against 
price advertising of drugs. It is 
highly unlikely that this in itself will 
have any 
substantial 
results 
in 
easing the burden of high medical 
care costs. 
But the irony is that the measure 
is opposed by those who ordinarily 
are the foremost advocates of free 
enterprise. The opposition includes 
the Pharmaceutical Association, the 
State Board of Pharmacy and the 
Departm ent 
of 
Health 
Care 
Services. 
The 
State 
Board 
and 
the 
administrators of Health Care are 
all appointees of Governor Reagan. 
This makes the paradox even more 
pronounced since Reagan’s stance 
on free enterprise is crystal clear. 
For the real issue is the right to 
advertise. 
And 
American 
free 
enterprise 
is 
geared 
to 
the 
prom otion 
of 
sales 
through 
advertising. Still, there has been a 
growing trend of various segments 
of society to restrict advertising. 
Often 
these 
efforts 
have 
been 
enthusiastically 
supported 
by 
governm ent, 
som etim es 
even 
generated by government. 
One of the heaviest advertisers on 
TV, 
the 
tobacco 
industry, 
was 
removed by government edict under 
the guise that people are too stupid 
to know what is best for them. But 
the newspapers themselves have, at 
times, put sanctions on advertising 
on the same specious reasoning. An 
example is the refusal by some 
newspapers to print distillery ads. 
Under the banner of professional 
ethics, lawyers and doctors have 
adopted no advertising policies. Yet, 
with 
more 
and 
more 
lawyers 
becoming specialists the public is 
left bewildered as to which lawyer 
to seek in time of need 
The 
pharmacists 
argue 
that 
advertising prescriptions drugs will 
promote drug culture. The same 
contention could be made for the 
thousands of patent 
items 
now 
advertised starting with aspirin. 
Prescriptive items are not limited 
to habit forming drugs. Over the 
years the list of items restricted to 
prescription has grown to ridiculous 
proportions. Cough syrup, soothing 
lotions 
and 
even 
prosthetic 
equipment have been brought under 
the blanket. The federal government 
has been working overtime to bring 
food 
supplem ents, 
including 
vitamins, 
under 
the 
cover 
of 
prescriptive items. 
There are dedicated pharmacists 
who operate as apothecaries and 
provide real service to the public. 
Unlike many department store-like 
chain drugstores, 
they maintain 
prescription 
service 
long 
hours, 
some even on a 24 hour basis. But 
the majority of drugstores today 
close their prescription counters 
early although the rest of the store 
remains open. 
Yet, 
by 
advertising 
their 
multitude of non-drug items the 
public is often led to believe they fill 
prescriptions at less cost than the 
orthodox druggist. Advertising of 
prescription items might just dispel 
this and put the smaller druggists in 
a better position competitively. 
So while Moretti’s bill may not do 


much to lower drug costs it strikes a 
blow for the right to advertise and is 
a good bill. The section requiring the 


posting of prices of prescriptions 
however 
seems 
an 
unnecessary 
burden on the pharmacists. And 


because 
of 
this 
provision 
the 
measure must now clear Senate 
Finance since there would be a state
